Nantwich  is  an  ancient  town  situated  in  the  south-west  corner 
of  Cheshire  and  is  a  market  town  for  a  large  and  important  agricultural 
area.  The  River  Weaver  and  the  Shropshire  Union  Canal  pass  through  the 
district  and  in  parts  both  form  the  boundary  of  the  Urban  Area* 

Industrial  enterprise  exists  mainly  in  the  form  of  clothing 
manufacture,  agricultural  machinery  and  a  tannery.  There  is  scope  for 
the  establishment  of  light  industries,'  road  and  rail  communications 
being  very  convenient;  by  rail  the  town  is  served  by  the  main  lines 
from  Crewe  to  Shrewsbury  and  Wellington  and  good  roads  radiate  from  the 
town  to  all  parts  of  Cheshire,  Shropshire,  the  Potteries  and  North  Wales

*  The  district’s  nursing  needs  are  well  served  by  two  Health 

Visitors  and  three  midwivee  all  residing  within  the  Urban  District, 

(d)  Consultation  and  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  and  School  Clinic  at 
The  Dowery,  Barker  Street,  is  controlled  by  the  County  Council  and  two 
trained  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses  are  in  attendance.  Visiting 
Clinicians  examine  children  for  defective  vision  and  diseases  of  the  eyes 
dental  surgery,  diseases  of  the  ear,  nose  and  throat  and  minor  ailments.

Physical  Characteristics 

The  water  possessed  a  distinct  opalescence  and  had  a  slight 
brownish  colour;  it  was  free  from  odour  and  contained  traces  only  of 
dark  brown  amorphous  sediment. 


Analyst’s  Observations 

The  high  yields  of  ammoniacal  and  albuminoid  nitrogen  and 
the  presence  of  much  oxidisible  matter  (as  indicated  by  the  oxygen 
absorption  test)  are  to  be  expected  in  a  supply  which  is  subject  to 
sensible  infiltration  of  vegetable  organic  matter.  The  supply, 
moreover,  shows  variable  mineral  characteristics.

( b )  Sewage  Disposal.  .  . 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  has  kindly  supplied  the  following 
-  information. 


The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Windy  *Arbour  are  modern  and 
consist  of  sedimentation  tank*,  filters,  humus  tanks  and  sludge 
drying  beds.  The  effluent  is  discharged  into  the  River  Weaver. 

All  sewage  is  pumped  to  the  works  from  Beam  Bridge  Pumping 
Station.  The  storm  water  is  dealt  with  at  Beam  Bridge  Pumping  Station 
where  the  storm  water  tanks  deal  with  all  flows  above  3  d.w.f.  and 
discharge  it.  to  -  the-  River  Weaver. 

2 .  Rivers  and  Streams.  . 

The  RiVer  ‘Weaver  flows  through  the -district  and  this,  along 
with  other  'minor  'watercourses,  is  kept  .under  -observation  for  the 
prevention  of  pollution.  'The  Sanitary  Inspector  refers  in  his  report 
to  an  instance  of  pollution  which  has.  caused  concern.

The  pool  is  not  heated  but  the  water  is 
filtered  and  sterilized  by  the  chloramine  process  an*|  fed  to  the  pool 
through  a  cascade.

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  194®  for  your  information  and  consideration. 

The  year  has  been  noteworthy  as  one  of  importance  in  the 
Health  Services  of  the  Country  with  the  coming  into  force  of 
important  measures  as  a  result  of  which  the  control  of  certain  services 
has  been  transferred  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  County  Council. 

Progress  has  been  possible  in  a  limited  degree  in  the 
improvement  of  environmental  conditions;  it  is  pleasing  to  report  a 
further  reduction  in  the  number  of  pail  closets  and  the  provision  of 
sinks  and  internal  water  supply  in  several  instances.  There  has  been 
steady  progress  In  the  provision  of  further  housing  accommodation 
but  we  are  not  yet  in  a  position  to  turn  attention  to  the  general 
large  scale  improvement  necessary  in  housing  conditions  by 
reconditioning  or  demolition. 

During  the  year  the  County  Council  delegated  to  the  Urban 
Gouncil  all  responsibility  for  administration  of  the  Rats  and  Mice 
Destruction  Act  and  Infestation  Orders. 

I  am  grateful  for  the  clerical  and  general  assistance  to 
me  by  Mr.  M.  B.  Elliott  upon  his  return  from  military  service*  He  is 
proving  himself  useful,  shows  an  interest  in  the  work  and  has  commenced 
preliminary  study  with  a  view  to  qualifying  as  a  Sanitary  Inspector* 

I  would  record  appreciation  of  the  opportunity  of  attending, 
from  time  to  time,  conferences  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute  and 
Sanitary  Inspectors  Association  and  of  the  co-operation  of  members  and 
officers  of  the  Council  during  the  year.

XXIII,  GENERAL  SANITATION  AND  NUISANCES, 

At  two  houses,  hitherto  having  only  a  drain  for  sink  waste 
matter  passing  under  the  house,  0,  complete  new  system  of  drainage 
was  installed  with  connection  to  the  main  sewer,  including  substitution 
of  water  closets  for  the  pail  closets. 

bn  connection  with  21  houses,  indoor  sinks  were  fixed  and 
in ^12  cases  outdoor  standpipes  were  abolished  and  replaced  with  mains 
indoor  supply  taps  over  the  sinks.  At  25  premises  the  drains  were 
extended  or  reconstructed  to  improve  facilities  for  waste  disposal. 

Two  dwellings  were  provided  with  bathrooms  and  two  with 
additional  indoor  water  closet  accommodation. 

Two  graves  were  opened  at  the  General  Cemetery  and  remains 
were  uransf erred  under  licence  by  the  Home  Office.  These  operations 
were  carried  out  satisfactorily  without  nuisance. 


XXIV.  RIVER  POLLUTION. 

General  observation  on  watercourses  is  maintained  and  in 
the  autumn  a  serious  pollution  of  the  River  Weaver  occurred  with 
destruction  of  fish  life.  There  is,  and  has  been  for  some  time 
apparently, . a  discharge  of  gas  liquor  from  the  local  Gas  Works  largely 
by  percolation  from  a  crude  lagoon.  Under  normal  conditions  the 
dilution  by  the  flow  of  water  in  the  river  has  apparently  been 
sufficient  to  prevent  serious  trouble?  the  bank  of  the  river  is 
however  becoming  saturated  and  occasions  such  as  that  referred  to 
above,  when  the  lagoon  overflowed  and  discharged  crude  liquor  directly 
into  the  river,  give  concern  not  only  to  the  Local  Authority  but  to 
anglers  and  others  who  find  pleasure  in  the  river. 

Representations  were  made  to  the  Gas  Company  and  as  it  was 
suggested  that  the  liquor  effluent  might  be  discharged  into  the  public 
sewer  I  called  in  the  Surveyor  and  a  conference  was  arranged.  The 

matter  was  still  under  consideration  and  subject  to  report  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 


XXV.  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTt  19^8. 

The  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  have  not  been  normally 
used  during  the  year,  all  '•butchers*  meat"  being  prepared  and 
distributed  from  Crewe.  One  premise  was  licensed  upon  application  for 
the  purpose  of  slaughtering  pigs  by  self  suppliers.  Although  there 
is  no  statutory  control  over  slaughter  of  animals  of  which  the  meat 
is  not  intended  for  sale,  I  have  an  arrange'ment  with  the  owner  of  the 
slaughterhouse  to  which  pig  owners  are  directed  that  I  am  notified  of 
all  animals  for  slaughter  and  owners  are  advised  of  my  offer  to 
examine  the  carcases.  I  have  so  far  had  no  objection  to  this  arrangement 
but  a  certain  few  people  have  not  accepted  my  advice  in  connection  with 
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diseased  meat.  Unfortunately,  under  the  circumstances,  I  on  not 
empowered  to  seizo  such  meat  not  intended  for  sale;  representations 
have  been  made  to  the  Ministries  of  Health  and  Food  in  this  connection# 

There  has  been  no  occasion  to  complain  specifically  in 
connection  with  the  transport  of  meat,  but  a  special  uniform  type  of 
vehicle  and  standard  dress  for  those  engaged  in  handling  meat  is 
patiently  desired.  .  -
